Percent»*;« of Increase of Pupils Greater 
Than A nticipated. 
Indianapolis, Oct. 4.—D. M. Geeting, 
state superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, estimates that the compulsory edu­ 
cation law’ has brought not less than 
25,6w pupils into the schools of Indiana. 
He says the additions in Indianapolis, 
Terre Harute, Muncie, Shelbyville aud 
Noblesville range from 800 to 1,200, and 
so throughout the state, making the 
percentage much larger than the state 
estimated before the law became effec­ 
tive.

Strictly .«peaking, it is not an <ye 
at all, but rather a sort of k an hligbt, 
which if u- .d to aid the human eye in 
delicate surgical opt rations. 
Oftentimes rorcrons are handicapped 
in their work by the fact that they can­ 
not see distinctly the parts upon which 
they must operate. 
The formation of 
the human body is such that in many 
instance« no light can !»• put directly 
upon the 
pmrt cf 
anatomy that is to be operated upon. 
The eye can see to the extent of human 
capability, but in intricate operations, 
howevt l ( ticiig ihe light in the operat­ 
ing theat* r may be, the rays lack that 
penetration and power of concentration 
ao necessary to delicate surgical opera­ 
tions. 
Professor Charles E. 
Quimby, 
of 
Bellevue hospital. New York, has pat­ 
ented this new aid to surg« ry. From an 
ordinary electric light w ire a connection 
is made with this device, which tits the 
face much in the manner of a pair of 
spectacles. The appliance in itself con­ 
sists of two small incandescent lamp*, 
which are fitted out* above and the other 
below tho eye of the operator They ar« 
so adjusted that the rays focus at a point 
sufficiently near the ordinary point of 
vision to throw all the power of the 
electric rays upon the point desired. 
It is practically a portable searchlight 
adapted to tho operating theater. 
The 
lamps are in the form of on annular 
gla* s globe, with an illuminating con­ 
ductor. 
An insulated backing, consist­ 
ing of a metal b ather lined baud, which 
passes around the head, prevents the 
heat from affecting the wearer, aud at 
the same time holds the light ii» position 
and prevents any possible effect that 
otherwise the electricity might have 
upon the wearer. Thr lights more near­ 
ly resemble long glass tubes than any­ 
thing else. Within these tnbes are placed 
ilie lamps, w hich can be adjusted to any 
desired angle. When a direct downward 
ray is desired, a small reflector is fixed 
above the light and the rays thrown in 
the desired direction.—tsan Francisco 
Examiner.

At the end of that 
time the residue w ill lie 1,000 ponuda of 
charcoal, 2,000 pounds of pyroligneous 
acid aud 1,000 pounds of uncondensed 
gases. 
Tho aggregate weight of these 
products is exactly equal to the original

HOUSES 8UILT IN TREES. 


S«w G ain«» C laim s tl»e 
D istinctlen of 
F urnU M ng T his U nique Spectacle. 
Man was indubitably at one period of 
his existence an arboreal animal. 
He 
had much to do w ith “ the tirses of the 
garden.” In some places and as repre­ 
sented by some races he still lives 
aiuong them. 
The natives of New Guinea climb 
like monkeys and travel for long dis* 
tances from one tree to another without 
descending to the ground- 
The birds 
build little fairylike cabins on tho 
ground, but the people construct their 
houses in the top of the tallest forest 
trees. 
First a native, having climbed 
the great trunk of thd' teak or cedar or 
oak tree he lias selected, begins by cut­ 
ting off some of the branches the right 
length to support a platform of bamboo 
on which his house is to rest. 
You 
would wonder how he could do anything 
with the tools he uses if you should see 
them. Ho has no saw or steel edged ax, 
but ouly a sort of tomahawk made of 
stone and knives of bone or hard wood. 
When, however, he has in some way 
managed to get the limbs of his tree so 
cut and fashioned as to support his 
house, his hardest work is done. 
The house itself is soon built and is 
mado of bamboo strips and thatched 
with palm leaves. 
All parts are firmly 
laslicd together with strips of rattan 
palm, a very tough vine, used by the 
natives in place of ropes. 
It is not a 
large house, though it sometimes con­ 
tains several rooms, but it is a safe and 
secure retreat for tho women and chil- 
di'ou in case of a sudden attack by hos­ 
tile tribea 
The house is reached from the ground 
by a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vines, in case an enemy ap­ 
pears the ladder Is drawn up, and the 
man and his family and the pig are safe 
w ithin the house. 
The elevation not 
only secures the household from wild 
beasts and from the ants that roam the 
country, seeking what they may devour, 
but also from disease germs, which, like 
those of yellow fever, do not rise above 
a certain level. 
The breeze, too, rocks 
the house gently, like a cradle, and seta 
the fresh air into circulation, making it 
delightfully refreshing after the sultry 
heats below. 
If you should climb the long ladder 
and peep in at the door, you w ill find 
the family, perhaps, all asleep or sitting 
about the floor eating yams, cocoanuts 
and bananas, and sharing tb m with 
their pet pigs, parrots or poultry. You 
will find there no pictures, toys or play­ 
things, such as even the poorest cliildr* n 
among us possess; no music and no 
books, no furniture in the room, not 
even a bod and no mats on the floor. 
Many a true built n«»st is constructed 
with more art and is more comfortable 
for the little ones who are born in it, 
aud is far prettier than the rude huts ql 
the w ild men of New Guinea.—Philar 
ielphia Inquirer.

C apacity For Food. 
To the lay mind nothing seems to au­ 
gur so strongly in favor of robust health 
as a 
hearty appetite. 
Furthermore, 
there would seem to be a strong con­ 
viction in tho publio mind, sanctified 
by tradition from time almost imme­ 
morial, that tlie more a man eats the 
better he is. 
The quantity of food that 
many people naturally eat is very large 
as compared with their actual physi­ 
ological requirements. 
Add tp this the 
many tempting forms in which food is 
presented to the palate by our modern 
culinary arts, the sharpening of tho np 
petite by tb#» anteprandial cocktail, the 
stimulus afforded ihe appetite by a bot­ 
tle of good wine, and the result is often 
the consumption of an amount of food 
that simply overwhelms the assimiia 
tive organs. 
Such indulgence, if unre­ 
stricted aud habitual, taxes both the as­ 
similative aud the excretory organs tc 
their highest capacity, especially when 
coupled with sedentary life, and, more­ 
over, it lends an additional impetus to 
the evils springing from the use of im ­ 
proper quality of food. 
The human elaborating and excretory 
mechanism was evidently adjusted for 
ordiunry wear aud tear to an average 
limited period of about 70 years. 
Un­ 
der 40 per cent of extra work we mufct 
naturally expect impairment or break­ 
down of the mechanism much earlier 
It should therefore excite no special 
surprise that so large a proportion of our 
well to do people die from Bright’s dis 
ease, heart failure and allied diseases at 
60 or 55 who should, and under prop­ 
erly regulated lives aud habits would, 
have attained the natural age of 70 or 
over. Paradoxical though it may seem, 
such peopl* usually spring from excep 
Honully heaithy stock and often point 
with pride to the fact that their imrue- 
-iiate ancestors lived to advanced ages 
of 80 years or more. This paradox, how 
ever, is more apparent than 1 • al, for iu 
ri stigation will usually reveal the fact 
that for the most part the parents iu 
such cases were people of more simple 
habits, such as corresponded with New 
England life 75 or 100 years ago. 
The truth is that the well to do man 
of today lives iu a faster age than that 
of his father aud grandfather, He meet» 
With greater opportunities and poissi 
bilit» s and therefore greater stimulus 
to all his energies. He more easily ac­ 
quires 
pecuniary resources, and 
in 
larger amounts, and therefore he pos 
sesns greater luxuries of domestic life 
With these come greater temptations to 
excess. 
While ho has often inherited 
splendid constitution from his ancon 
tors, unlike them he has run his phys- 
ical mechanism at a breakdown rate, 
and it most of necessity more quickly 
| wear out.—Charles W. Purdy, M. D,, 
In North American Review.

The bliest adjt:net that srim c' give* 
to the surgical operator is an electric 
eye. Strictly speaking, it is not an eye 
at all. but rather a seat of rn im blight, 
which ii used to aid the human eye in 
delicate surgical operation*. 
Oftenfin.’ s Mire’«ai* are handicapped 
in their work by the fact that they can­ 
not see distinctly the parts upon which 
they must operate, The formation of 
the human body is such that in many 
instance© no light can b© put directly 
upon the particular part of the human 
anatomy that is to be op. rat. d upon. 
The eye can see to the extent of human 
capability, but iu intricate operations, 
however idu ng tho light in the oj- rat­ 
ing theat* r may be, the rays la. k that 
peuctr.ah u and power of concentration 
so nett - ary to delicate surgical opera­ 
tions.

culinary arts, the sharpening of tho ap 
p« lite by the anteprandial cook!nil, the 
stimulus afforded the appetite by a bot­ 
tle of good wine, and the result is often 
tim consumption of an amount of food 
that simply overwholing the aasinrilu 
five OTgans. 
Such indulgence, if unto 
•drifted aud habitual, taxes both tin* as. 
Miuilativc and the excretory organs ti 
their highest capacity, especially when 
coupled with aerientary life, aud, more­ 
over, it lends an additional impetus to 
the evils springing from the use of im 
proper quality of food.

Man was indubitably at one period of 
his existence an arboreal animal. 
Ho 
had much to do with “ the trues of the 
garden. ” In some places and as repre­ 
sented by some races ho still lives 
among them. 
The natives of New Guinea climb 
like monkeys aud travel for long dis­ 
tances from one tree to another wit bent 
lescemling to the ground. 
The birds 
build little fairylike cabins on tho 
ground, but the people construct their 
houses in the top of the tallest forest 
trees. 
First a native, having climbed 
the great trunk of th e ’ teak or cedar or 
oak tree he bas selected, begins by cut­ 
ting off some of the branches the right 
length to support a platform of bamboo 
on which his house is to rest. 
You 
would wonder how he could do anything 
with the tools he uses if you should see 
them. Ho has no saw or steel edged ax, 
but ouly a sort of tomahawk made of 
stone and knives of bono or hard wood. 
When, however, he bas in some way 
managed to get the limbs of his tree so 
cut and fashioned as to support his 
house, his hardest work is done. 
The house itself is soon built and is 
mado of bamboo strips and thatched 
with palm leaves. 
All parts are firmly 
.ashed together with strips of rattan 
palm, a very tough vine, used by the 
natives in place of ropes. 
It is not a 
large house, though it sometimes con­ 
tains several rooms, but it is a safe and 
secure retreat for the women and chil- 
di-en in case of a sudden attack by hos­ 
tile tribes. 
The house is roached from the ground 
by a long ladder or inclined plane, made 
of woven vinca in ease an enemy ap­ 
pears the ladder I* drawn up, -md the 
man and his family and the pig are safe 
w ithin the house. 
The elevation not 
only secures tho household from wild 
beasts and from the ants that roam the 
country, seeking what they may devour, 
but also from disease germs, wlncb, like 
those of yellow fever, do not rise above 
a certain level. 
The breeze, too, rock* 
the house gently, like a cradle, and sets 
the frosh air into circulation, making it 
delightfully refreshing after the sultry 
heats below. 
If you should climb the long ladder 
and peep in at the door, you will find 
the family, perhaps, all asleep or tatting 
about the floor eating yams, cocoanut* 
and bananas, and sharing th rn v\ itb 
their pet pigs, parrots mr poultry. Yon 
will find there no pictures, toys or play 
things, such as even the poorest children 
among us po****; no music and no 
books, no furniture in the room, not 
even a bed and no mats on the floor. 
Many a true built lieut is construct'd 
with mon- art and is mon- comfortable 
for the little ones wlio are born in it, 
and is far prettier than the rude huts (if 
tire wild men of Now Guind a.—Pinier 
ielplua Inquirer.
